TO THE QUEEN'S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 



May it please your Gracious Majesty, 

1. ^ W E, the Corainissioiiei’s of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, 
appointed under an Act passed in the 7th and 8th years of your Majesty’s 
Reign, entitled, “ An Act for the more effectual Application of Charitable 
Donations and Bequests in Ireland,” humbly beg leave to submit to your 
Majesty this our Eighth Annual Report. 

2. In the first Schedule hereto annexed will be found the dates of the 
several meetings of our body, held since the 11th March, 1852, together with 
the names of the members present thereat, respectively. 

3. Since the date of our last Report, our Charity Account for the year ending 
81st December, 1851, has been audited by Acheson Lyle, Esq., Master in 
Chancery, wlio has been charged with that duty by the Lord Chancellor, under 
an Act of Parliament abolishing the Equity jurisdiction of the Exchequer. 

4. Wc annex to this our Report, in Schedule No. 2, a Copy of the Abstract 
of our Accounts, in the several Cliaritics under our administration, from 1st 
January, J852, to 31st J.)ecembor last; the details of which having been lodged 
with Muster Lyle for examination and audit, have been audited and declared by 
him. 



5. That portion of our accounts, called our “ Private Account,” as distin- 
guished from our “ Charity Account,” consisting of grants from the Treasury for 
the ordiuciry expensc.s of the Board, and lor payment of such costs as cannot be 
charged against any particular Cliaiity Fund ; and tiio interest on a sum of 
£1,307 l!L. ill 2^ per cent, stock, called the “Embezzled Charity Recovery 
Fund,” rcfoiTod to more particularly in former Reports, is subject to the 
insjicction of the Audit Office. Wc have since our last Report rendered to that 
Office Monthly Accounts, as required by the Commissioners of Audit ; and the 
year’s account to the 31st March, 1852, has been finally audited and declared, 
as appears by a Certificate from the Commissioners, dated 24th November, 1852, 
a copy of which is annexed in Schedule No. 3. A balance of £102 2.s. 3d., on an 
account to the 30th April last, and the above-mentioned sum of £1,397 135., 3^ 
per cent, stock, are the only sums under our control not appropriated or belong- 
ing to any particular Charity Trust. 



6. We have since our last Report been enabled, by receipt of funds in the 
Charity causes mentioned in Schedule P, annexed to our Costs Report, dated 
2nd July, 1847, to pay a further sum of £149 05. 2rf., together with one year s 
interest on the Embezzled Charity Recovery Fund, being £45 85. 6(i., towards 
the discharge of costs due by the late Boai’d, and we expect to be able to make 
further payments ti’oin the sources mentioned in said Costs Report. 



7. The total amount of the trust funds now under our care and control m 
cash, and vested in Government and other securities, is set forth in 4th, oth, 
and 0th Schedules annexed to this Report ; the particulars of which, together 
with the objects of each trust fund, will be found m Schedule No. 6, als^ annexed. 
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8 The annual amount of rents and annuities under our guardianship, spem- 
fyingSe pT^ar amount of each, with thonanie.of 

whom created, the source from whence each is derived, and the object of each 
teuris oiven in Schedule No. 8, to this Report annexed; and in Schedule 
No 9 will ho found a Return of Charity Funds standing to the credit of causes 
or matters in the Court of Chancery, in which the title of the Charity has been
